Elba’s Dr.Donnie Smith To Set-Up 
Medical Practice At Kinston 


Donnie grew un in a small 
town. That's important to. him: 

A native of Elba, in Coffee. 
County, he has worked w 
achieve a certain goal. Grad- 
uating magna cum laude from 
Troy State University in 1976, 
he is receiving his clinical 
training as a third-year medical 
student in The University of 
Alabama's College of Commu- 
nity Health Sciences. In ano- 
ther five years or so he will 
complete his residency and be 
ready to set up his practice. 


But rather than move on to 
a large metropolitan area with 
numerous opportunities or join 
a glamorous medical tesearch 
team, Smith plans to return to 
Kinston, a small town only 16 
miles from his hometown. He 
is the son of Mr. and Mrs. Otis 
Smith of Kinston. 

Why does the Capstone 
medical student want to return 
to a rural area to practice 
medicine? 

According to Smith, the 
benefits of a small town prac- 
tice far outweigh the disadvan- 
tages. ‘Two of the main pro- 
blems that most young people 
in a small town encounter are 
the lack of social contact and 
loneliness. Since I'm from -the 
‘Kinston area and already have 
a wife and child, that won't be_ 
a problem for me,"’ Smith ssid. 
“IT really like being out of the 
city. Although I enjoy some of 
the finer things available in a 
larger town,- like the sympho- 
ny, the slower, relaxed atmos- 
phere of a small town is for 
me ” 


The 25-year-old medical 
student was inspired to pursue 
a medical career by his own 
doctor in Elba, Dr. Bancroft 
Cooper. ‘“‘Dr. Cooper had to 
treat me for a broken arm in 
high school, and from the 
association and later observa- 
tions, my interest was spark- 
ed,”’ Smith noted. 


After realizing that his best 
grades in school were mathe- 
matics and science, he decided 
medicine might be a career 
possibility. 

“I guess I started plannin 
on going into medicine during -

“Of course the prestige of 
being a doctor was appealing, 
but to me the biggest factor 
was the persona! satisfaction. of 
striving toward a difficult goal 
-- from Elba all the way to 
medical school -- plus the 
added bonus of really helping 
others.”

‘Considering the difference 
in the cost of living in a city 
and a small town, things pretty 
well balance out. The main 
difference seems to lie in the 
lifestyle and personal prefer- 
ence in the doctor-patient rela- 
tionship. In a small town you 
know everyone, so it’s impor- 
tant to like people and to have 
a good personality for human 
relations."’ 


Smith wants to practice 
family medicine, but specialize 
in pediatrics. He feels Kinston 
is an ideal place for this type 
of practice. 


Even though Kinston ts not 
equipped with advanced

which will give me a good 
source of nurses for my private 
practice. 


There's a real optimism in 
caring for kids because they 
almost always get well. Also 
with children you have a real 
hand in shaping their health. 
And you don't run into as 
many emotional and psycholo- 
gical problems with children. 
Children don’t usually fake 
being sick and caring for them 
is a lot of fun,"* he said. 


In the meantime, Smith is 
prepari himself for crisis 
aaatging, Fo who bite and 
overprotective parents.

4,000 Attend Covington Electric Coop Meeting 


Andalusia, AL, July---Some 
4,000 persons were in atten- 
dance at the 1979 annual 
membership meeting of Cov- 
ington Electric Cooperative, 
held in the Andalusia Munici- 
pal Stadium on the evening of 
July 26, at which time Co-op 
members: 

Elected two members to the 
Board of Trustees; received 
reports on Covington Electric 

rations, and were advised 

an anticipated increase in 
wholesale power costs in the 
near future, which would ne- 
cessitate higher charges 
members; 

Viewed a visual aid pre- 
sentation which contrasted the 
utilization of electric service by 
members today with a few 
years ago and pointed up the 
impact this has had on Coving- 
ton Electric operations, and 
received 30 attendance prizes, 
including a 19"’ color television 
set and two home freezers. 

R.R. (Bud) Johnson, Doz- 
ier, and Ken Nichols, Anda- 
lusia Rt. 8, were elected to 
three-year terms on the Board 
of Trustees, representing Dis- 
tricts I and Il, respectively. 

Johnson is the incumbent 
Trustee for District I. Nichols 
succeeds Warren Hutcheson, 
Red Level Rt. 1. 

John Hill, Covington Elec- 
tric General Manager, inform- 
ed Cooperative members of an 
anticipated increase in whole- 
sale power costs, which would 
necessitate higher charges to 
consumers. He estimated this 
would become effective by the 
first part of 1980, or possibly 
even before the end of this 
year. 

He stated the anticipated 
wholesale power hike could 
add as much as $1 million per 
year to Covington Electric's 
costs. 


In his report on 1978 opera- 
tions, Hill mted out that 
for year--less than 

$12, on almost $8 million of

Hill detailed steps Coving- 
ton Electric has taken to at- 
tempt to hold down costs in 
those areas in which it can 
exercise some control. He stat- 
ed that the Cooperative is 
operating with fewer employ- 
ees than it had a year ago, and 
is attempting to keep expenses 
to the lowest level possible. 

Pointing out that wholesale 
power costs accounted for al- 
most 75 per cent of the total 
cost of operating Covington 
Electric’s system, Hill asserted 
that had 1978 wholesale power 
costs remained level with those 
of 1977, less than three per 
cent. instead of the 20 per 
cent 5 increase actually 
experienced. 


Hill also reported that new 
records were set in several 
areas during 1978, including 
power sales of over 191 million 
kWh, and revenues in excess 
of $7.9 million received from 
service to $14,133 consumers. 


He added that Covington 
Electric paid over $475,000 on 
its loans last year, and that tax 
expenses reached the record 
level of $298,398, representing 
an increase of $25,528 over 
1977. He also discussed system 
improvement work amounting 
to over $478,000 which was

done during 1978, and advised 
that the Cooperative’s total 
investment in plant was over 
$12.5 million. 

Hill also discussed the so- 
called ‘‘territorial bill’’ legisla- 
tion which had been introduced 
in the Alabama Legislature 
earlier this year, and detailed 
the severe adverse effects the 
legislation, had it been enact- 
ed, would have had on many 
rural electric systems. 

He expressed gratification 
the proposal did not become 
law, and expressed apprecia- 
tion to area legislators--includ- 
ing Senator Wallace Miller, of 
Enterprise, and Representa- 
tives Seth Hammett, of Anda- 
lusia, and Jimmy Holley, of 
Elba, who were present for the 
meeting. 


Ed Short, Covington Elec- 
tric Staff Assistant and Mem- 
ber Services Advisor, utilized 
visual aids to depict the drama- 
tic change in the manner in 
which Cooperative members 
utilize their electric service 
today, as compared with a few 
years ago. 


He pointed out how this - 
change had necessitated utili- 
zation of new and improved 
equipment, and revised opera- 
tional techniques by the Co-

Short also suggested sever- 
al ways in which members can 
effectively reduce their usage 
of electricity. .He urged .mem- 
bers to participate in “the 
‘*Project Conserve”’ effort, _ 
through which all residential 
consumers can receive free 
data on methods to reduce 
their energy usage in their 
homes, along with ‘‘weatheri- 
zation’’ cost data, and the 
“*pay-back’’ time. 

He reminded Covington 
Electric members that the Co- 
operative will perform free 
on-premise ‘‘energy audits’’ 
upon request, and that finan- 
cial assistance is available to 
many members who wish to 
‘‘weatherize”’ their homes. 

Andalusia Mayor Chalmers 
Bryant spoke briefly, welcom- 
ing Co-op members and other 
guests to Andalusia. Rev. Fred 
Folks, Pastor of the Dozier 
Methodist Church, gave the 
invocation.

90-year-old lady, having been 
born July 9, 1889, and has just 
recently celebrated her birth- 
day; so, belated, but very best 
wishes, for a Happy Birthday 
to you, ‘‘Miss’’ Minnie.! 


Miss Minnie is a_ real 
friendly, chatty, sweet lady. 
with a strong, clear voice, and 
little feet that tap-tap-tap on 
her chair, and she is lively and 
full of energy. She is blind, 
but one could never tell it just 
from talking with her; she has 
mastered this so well! 


Miss Minnie was born in 
Covington County, near 
Friendship, the daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. Lewis Taylor. 
Mr. Taylor was a farmer. Mrs. 
Taylor was Frances Hudson 
before her marriage to Mr. 
Taylor. She passed away when 


She. was in her early 40's, 


having born seven children by 
‘Mt. Hudson. 

The children were Ander- 
‘son Taylor, Mary. T. Stewart, 
Marion Tayfor ‘and Gordy Tay- 
lor, all of whonr are deceased; 
Minnie T; King; about whom 
we're writing this week; Annie 
T. Reeves, deceased; Julian 
Taylor, who resides in Opp; 
Cora, who died as a child when 
she was struck by lightning; 
and Jewel T. Thompson, who 
lives in Opp. 


The child, Cora, who was 
aboit nine years old at the 
time, was out in the yard with 
4 cousin (Mary Stewart's son), 
playing and catching the rain 
in metal dippers when the 
lightning struck them, killing, 


both children, Miss Minnie’s 
younger sister, Jewel Thomp- 
son, was in the yard with them 
also catching rain in a dipper, 
but her dipper had a wooden 
handle, and she was struck and 
knocked to the ground, but was 
unharmed, Miss Minnie’s 
daughter, Mrs. Vesta Lene 
Griffin, said this incident was 
etched deeply into Miss 
Minnie’s memories, for she 
often talked about it and recal- 
led the song she was playing 
on the organ at the time of the 
tragedy. 

After the death of his first 
wife, Miss Minnie’s father 
married Miss Carrie Clark, 
from the Bethany Community. 
They were the parents of seven 
children - Becky Lou T. King, 
Danley Crossroads; Ferrel T. 
King, Mobile (she and Becky 
Lou married brothers); Huelet 
Prescott Taylor, who lives in 
Mobile; Maybelle T. Cooper, 
Opp; Dorothy T. Donaldson, 
who also lives in Opp; 
Chester, the only son of Mr. 
Taylor's second marriage, who 
died as a child; and Bonnie 
Ruth T. Herron, a resident of 
Florida. 

Miss Minnie married Alto 
Lee King, a farmer, December 
24, 1916. He was born in 
Coffee County, near Danley 
Crossroads. His parents were 
Charlie and Betty Kilcrease 
King.

let her do the ‘‘driving,’’ and 
they'd hitch up the buggy and 
off they'd go! Later on, Miss 
Minnie herself taught a few 
girls in the community to play 
the organ. 

Another time, Miss Minnie 
remembers that the family was 
riding into Elba to do some 
shopping and right at the 
bridge above Dorsey Trailers, 
the horses spooked and started 
going wild and became almost 
unmanageable; Miss Minnie 
said, ‘It almost scared me to 
death! I just knew our time 
had come!"’ Fortunately, Miss 
Minnie was not at the ‘‘wheel’’ 
at the time of that scarey 
incident. 


Miss Minnie is a member 
of the Bethany Primitive Bap- 
tist Church. Her daughter 
says, ‘She was really dedi- 
cated -- she never missed a 
church day if she could get 
there!"’ 


She isn't a fussy eater, but 
is especially fond of peas, okra, 
tomatoes, and she LOVES 
milk! She drinks lots of it - ‘I 
can drink milk just as long as I 
can hold it, and then I have to 
quit.!"’ 

“She used to love to make 
quilts,’’ her daughter said, 
“and, when she got married, 
she started off her married life 
with 17 quilts that she had 
made herself!

SOIL DRAINAGE FOR IM- 
PROVED CROP PRODUCTION 
It may be more economical 
to expand crop production by 
improving your drainage sys- 
tem than by purchasing addi- 
tional land, Returns from soil 
drainage are usually measured 
in terms of higher yields and 
more timely field operations. 
These benefits can help you 
maximize returns from higher 
cost production inputs such as 
seed, fertilizer and herbicides. 

According to the results of 
research, higher yields are 
possible through proper soil 
drainage. Research results, 
obtained from corn grown on 
Lakebed soil in Ohio, show that 
an average yield of 70 bushels 
per acre were produced on 
undrained plots, an average 
yield of 87 bushels per acre 
was produced on plots with 
surface drainage; an average 
yield of 100 bushels per acre 
were produced on plots with 
tile drainage; and an average 
yield of 106 bushels per acre 
were produced on plots which 
had tile drainage plus surface 
drainage. 

In addition to higher yields, 
the risk of producing a crop 
was significantly reduced. 
There was less than half as 
much variation in yields pro- 
duced on tile drained plot from 
year to year, compared with 
the yields obtained on undrain- 
ed and surface-drained plots. 

The poorer soil properties 
resulting from improper drain- 
age were difficult to correct. 
This indicates that improper 
drainage can have a long term 
effect on soil productivity. In 
1969 research showed that 
tiling undrained soil later in 
the year failed to pull yields up 
to the levels obtained by prop- 
erly drained soils. 

Although increased yields 
are the major benefits of 
drainage, there are also several 
others. Some of these are: 
well-drained soils warm up 
faster in the spring and allow 
earlier planting; crops make 
better use of fertilizer and 
natural fertility, especially ni- 
trogen, in well-drainec soils. 
Large losses of nitrogen can 


ially in seasons of heavy rain- 
fall. Also, organic nutrients 
are more slowly released by 
the action of micro-organism in 
poorly drained soils. Weeds 
are more easily controlled on 
well-drained soil. 

When you consider a soil 
drainage system for your field, 
compare possible benefits of 
the system with the costs and 
other alternatives, such as buy- 
ing additional land. Some soil 
will respond to drainage much 
better than others. The meth- 
od of drainage you select 
should be based on the prop- 
erties, capabilities, and limita- 
tions of that particular soil. 
Technical personnel such as 
competent drainage engincers 
or the Soil Conservation Ser- 
vice should be consulted to 
determine if drainage will pay 
and which type of drainage 
system is best for your field.

BETTER TOMATOES 

Quite a few Coffee County 
gardeners have seen blossom 
end rot on their tomatoes. 
Several years ago we did not 
know what caused this con- 
dition. However, in recent 
years researchers have found 
out that this rotting on the 
bottom of tomatoes is caused 
by a calcium deficiency. 

There isn’t anything you 
can do for damage which is 
already done. If you can use 
either one of two materials 
which will help prevent this 
problem next year. We advise 
our growers to use a small 
amount of landplaster (gyp- 
sum) around tomato plants 
when they begin blooming and 
fruiting. This supplies a ready 
source of calcium, In fact, it is 
the same material peanut pro- 
ducers use occasionally on pea-

The Agricultural Stabiliza- 
tion and Conservation Service 
(ASCS) said that the support 
prices farmers can expect for a 
ton of the 1979 crop peanuts by 
type, are:$419.91 for Virginia 
type; $423.08 for Runner; 
$404.48 for Spanish; $419.91 
for Valencia (southwest); and 
$404.48 for all other valencia 
types. 

“The method of computing 
the different levels is the same 
as for the 1978 crop,’’ Robert 
English, Chairperson of the 
Coffee County ASC committee, 
said. The actual support prices 
depend on the percent and 
sizes of sound mature kernels, 
sound split kernels and loose 
shelled kernels in each ton of 
nuts. 

For each percent of sound 
mature and sound split ker- 
nels, the support level per ton 
is: Virginia, $6.011; runner 
type, $5.893; Spanish, $5.922;

levels in sound mature and 
sound split are down slightly 
from last year because the 
quality of the crop increased. 

Because of the increase in 
support rate for additional pea- 
nuts, an increase to 71.43 
percent h.> been made in the 
factor used in calculating the 
loan value of additional pea- 
nuts. 

The discount on Segrega- 
tion 3 peanuts transferred from 
additional loan to quota loan 
has been reduced from $50 to 
$25 per ton. A maximum 
damage discount of $25 per ton 
has been placed on Segrega- 
tion 2 peanuts transferred from 
additional to quoto loan. 

Mr. English said that dis- 
counts from foreign material 
will be $1.00 for each full 
percent over 4 percent through 
11 percent, an additional $1.50 
for each ful percent from 12

nuts to supply calcium. 
Another material is calcium 
chloride used at the rate of 4 
tablespoons per gallon of 
water. Spray the plant weekly. 
I believe applying the land- 
plaster, which is a powder, 
around the plant will be easier 
for our growers, Incidentally, 
blossom end rot is worse 
during dry weather because 
the available calcium in the soil 
cannot be translocated to the 
plant quickly enough. 


OUTLOOK 

The June inventory of pigs 
in the United States at the 
present time is the largest in 
eight years. There are an 
estimated 65 million head of 
hogs and pigs on U.S. farms. 
This is up 18% from last year 
at this time. 

After about three years of 
good hog prices, hog producers 
will probably not make much 
money at all in the next year or 
so. Feed costs are rising as 
hog prices are falling. 

However, there is hope for 
some adjustment in the hog 
numbers because as corn pri- 
ces increase, many farmers 
throughout the midwest and 
other areas will sell the corn 
for the good price rather than 
feed it to hogs. 

Almost all hog producers in 
Coffee County realize that 
there will be good times and 
bed times in hog production. 
The important thing for our 
producers is to watch closely, 
cut costs wherever possible 
and continue ahead with their 
plans. No one knows how long 
the prices will be down, but 
the folks who will reap the 
profits in future years are 
simply those who stick with the 
business and hold as well as 
they can.

SOYBEANS 

Quite a few Coffee County 
soybean growers are discussing 
the application of fungicides on 
soybeans to increase yields. 
The idea is to protect the 
leaves and thereby increase the 
number of pods, size, weight 
and quality of beans in the 
pods. 

Quite a bit of research ha 
been done on the use of 
fungicides on soybeans. Some 
years it pays and some years it 
doesn't. However, our current 
recommendations are that 
when soybeans appear to be 
headed toward making a good 
crop it may be profitable to 
make two applications of one of 
the recommended fungicides. 
Auburn recommends Benlate 
and Mertect. Each individual 
grower will need to make @ 
decision. It will usually cost 
about two bushels of beans to 
get two applications of one of 
the fungicides applied.

Such items 
as filmstrips, slides and re- 
source units are being devel- 
oped from the study. 

The project will provide 
Alabama and Georgia schools 
with realistic and contemporary 
materials which dispel miscon- 
ceptions and misinformation 
about the Arab Republic of 
Egypt. It will provide pre- 
service and inservice education 
for the training of program 
specialists in Alabama and 
Georgia public schools.
